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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claim 19 is objected to because of the following informalities: the claim recites a 
plug, but there is no antecedent basis for this term in the claim. Appropriate correction 
is required. 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed December 4, 2002 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: the applicant has 
amended claim 1 to recite that the diameter of the vent hole is between 0.003 and 0.02. 
This diameter is not supported by the originally filed disclosure 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the specification does not provide proper antecedent basis 
for a vent hole with a diameter of approximately between 0.003 and 0.02 inches. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 - 2 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Klein (US 5,817,050). 

With reference to claim 1, Klein discloses a cannula system comprising a tube 
having a bore extending the length thereof (12) an assembly connecting to a proximal 
end of the tube (24), an aspirator tip having openings positioned at another end of the 
tube remote from the assembly (two of apertures 14) and an opening acting as a vent 
hole positioned along the length of the tube (the opening to the left of reference 
character 12 in figure 3) away from the assembly, the vent hole having a diameter of 
approximately between 0.003 and 0.02 inches as set forth in col. 3, lines 30 - 32 and in 
figure 3. 

As to claim 2, Klein discloses the opening being positioned at substantially a 
center of the tube as set forth in figure 3. 

With reference to claim 10, Klein discloses a hub assembly adapted for use with 
a reciprocating cannula system and a handle adapted for use with a manual cannula 
system as set forth in col. 3, lines 22 - 27. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8 - 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Klein (US 5,817,050). 

The difference between Klein and claims 8 - 9 is the provision that the opening 
maximizes a mass flow rate of material having a specific density. The examiner 
contends that the cannula of Klein is used suction adipose tissue, which has the 
claimed density and the opening of Klein falls within the ranged as claimed by the 
applicant and therefore it can be reasonably assumed that the invention of Klein will 
meet the claimed limitations. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-7 and 11-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
